The clarifications are easily seen in Fig. 3 of the patent that shows movable bridges 64, 66. The 
movable bridge 66 has a connecting portion 66A, The connecting portion 66A has two fingers having abridge 
contact 68 and a bridge contact 70, respectively. The bridge contact 68 engages the face terminal contact 56 of 
the frame 48, and the bridge contact 70 engages the contact 58 of the load terminal 32. See Col. 8, Ins. 21-45, 
Likewise, movable bridge 64 has a connecting portion 64A. The connecting portion 64A of the 
movable bridge 64 also has two fingers each of which has a bridge contact 72 and a bridge contact 74. The 
bridge contact 72 engages the contact 62 of the load terminal 54, and bridge contact 74 engages the face 
terminal contact 60 of the frame 46, respectively. Id. Fig. 3 is reproduced below:
